Believed capable of winning the Derby by his owner, whose 
death voided the colt’s engagements, Imp. CHALLENGER II became an ideal prospect for American 
racing. He was bought by Messrs. Brann and Castle with a view to winning the Arlington Classic, 
but injured a hock while in training at Beckhampton. Never thoroughly fit or acclimatized in this 
country, Imp. CHALLENGER II showed phenomenal speed on various occasions before going lame 
last July when he was retired from the turf. 

Fred Darling, who trained Imp. CHALLENGER II, made the following comment when he was 
sold: “Lord Dewar and I thought him good enough to win the Derby and I am sorry to see him 
leave the country.”

THE MARKET. 


HEN the sales of Thoroughbreds opened in 

Lexington last week the managers were 
beset with doubts and misgivings as to the out- 
come; the breeders and owners were blue and 
fearful, some so much so that they yielded to an 
impulse to withdraw their consignments, and the 
observers were in a state of quandary. It had 
been days, yes, weeks, even months in some 
quarters, since anyone had appeared in quest of 
a yearling. Nobody had asked anyone to price 
a mare, and positively no interest in weanlings 
had been displayed. It is true that a goodly 
number, perhaps the usual number, had entered 
requests for catalogues, but that did not appear 
illuminating. The market was to be low. How 
could it possibly be otherwise in this period of 
depression? Was it not the case in England and 
France? The prediction was that more than a 
fourth of the offerings would be passed from the 
ring without a bid. And so the sales opened and 
progressed through three days. 


The results of the first day were in keeping 
somewhat with the forecasts. By the end of the 
second day the trend was brighter, and at the 
close of the third day one even heard expressions 
of regret on the part of certain consignors that 
they had withdrawn their numbers. Then, on 
the fourth and fifth days, private sales began to 
be made for profits over prices paid at the auc- 
tions, and one heard of the refusal of offers of 
good advances. On the sixth day those who were 
gloomiest at the beginning of the week were 
among the brightest in the circle and they were 
and are certain that in the short space of a week 
the bottom was definitely touched and the up- 
ward trend certainly begun. This is not to bq@ 
taken to mean that values of Thoroughbreds will 
ascend by leaps and bounds. Far from it. The 
return will be gradual and steady, though certain. 
Neither is it to be taken that anything and every- 
thing will be in request. Decidedly not. Each 


breeder should be careful to retain in his stud 
only the best to the end that production in the 
future shall be on the basis of quality rather than 
quantity. 


It will pay big returns. 


IRELAND RISES UP. 


RISH Thoroughbred breeders are getting tired 

of having Irish horses win fame without win- 
ning publicity for their birthplace. The Irish 
Field (Dublin), in its account of a meeting, Oc- 
tober 23, of the Bloodstock Breeders’ Association 
of Ireland,)says: “The scheme for advertising 
Irish horses abroad, and thereby fostering the ex- 
port trade, was discussed in detail, and it was the 
unanimous opinion of the members present that 
the existing arrangements, when completed, 
would bring good results to the breeding industry 
in general.” Editorially The Field said: 

“We have had on occasions to urge on the As- 
sociation’s Committee not to allow time to slip 
by before getting down to practical business in 
this particular matter. Our urging was needful, 
for there seemed to be a prevalent notion that 
possible buyers of horses in, say, India, the United 
States, Canada, France, Italy, and other coun- 
tries were as well aware as Irishmen themselves 
that so many of the big winners in their re- 
spective countries, were produced in Ireland. So 
to think was to take too much for granted. 

“Certain American publications seldom, if ever, 
accurately state the birth places of Irish horses. 
The compiler of the interesting statistics of the 
winning progeny of sires for THE BLOOD-HORSE 
(Kentucky) obviously has not complete up-to- 
date information of Irish breeding topics. In his 
recent list of sires of 2-year-old winners in U. S. 
A. he states that Allenby, Beresford and Tagrag 
stand in England; whereas, of course, Allenby is 
located at Mr. T. H. Griffin’s stud in Co. Kil- 
dare, Beresford at Mr. Browning’s in Co. 
Limerick, and Tagrag at Mr. Jacob’s in Co. 
Wexford. A few of the New York dailies err 
through like want of knowledge; for, as often 
not, they tell their readers that such-and-such 
a winner was bred by Mr. So-and-So in England, 
though, in fact, the winner was bred by Mr. So- 
and-So, an Irishman with his stud in his native 
country. Our breeders should obtain the credit 
which is theirs.” 

So they should, and they will find none more 
willing than THE BLOOD-HORSE to help them ob- 
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tain their due credit. The records of every sea- 
son are proving the excellence of Ireland as a 
breeding center. The United States (thanks to 
the British Jersey Act) has practically no export. 
trade, but is constantly buying for importation.

STARTING. 


HAT stalls for starting are indisputably in 

favor with the American owners and trainers, 
and undoubtedly so with the patrons of racing, 
is well established by the straw vote taken by 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


Returns continue to come in from all parts of 
the country, and the ratio now is 15 to 1. In- 
teresting comment continues to be made by a 
number of the trainers and owners. 


Norman Tallman, formerly a noted trotting 
horse driver, who has had a good measure of 
success as trainer of the Newtondale Stable, of 
which that grand old sportsman, Charles W. 
Leonard, is proprietor, says: “To my way of 
thinking, stall gates are the only way to start 
horses. The horses leave there together and in 
proper alignment. The big item is that they 
cannot kick one another when at the gate.” 

In the opinion of the R. C. Stable at Ventura, 
California, ‘““Any of the stalls are better than 
the old barrier, as used.” 

Eugene Lutz, who has long been identified with 
racing, usually on the minor tracks, and before 
that a physical culture instructor of no mean 
ability, says: “Stall gates have done much for 
the improvement of racing. They save good 
horses from getting hurt and they protect 
jockeys from interference at the start. Stall 
gates are as far in advance of the barrier as 
electricity is of candles.” 

Herbert P. Gardner. of Amsterdam, N. Y., 
one of the country’s leading breeders and owners, 
he having had the distinction of breeding Clyde 
Van Dusen, winner of the Kentucky Derby, and 
also his splendid half-sister, Betty Derr, gives 
this expression: “I think the stalls are fairer, 
as all horses get an even break, and it also saves 
the horses from being kicked and injured.” 

Mose Goldblatt, of Cincinnati, one of the most 
widely experienced owners and trainers in Ameri- 
ca, in giving his approval of the stalls, says: 
“We are not going downhill, nor are we going 
backward.” 

Mr. and Mrs. P. A. Clark, of New York, think 
“the only safe and fair way to start is from the 
stalls gate. Anything else is going back to the 
Dark Ages.” 

John D. Hertz, master of Leona Farm, Cary, 
Tll., and one of the leading lights in the owner- 
ship and highly successful management of the

Arlington Park track, Chicago, thus expresses 
his favoritism for the stalls: “If it were for no 
other reason, the mere fact that it protects the 
horses from serious injury would be sufficient 
for me to advise the starting gate.” 

Col. C. W. Hay, owner of Scotland Farm, 
Frankfort, Ky., and manager of Washington 
Park track, Chicago, says he prefers the con- 
tinuance of starting from stalls but makes no 
expression. The same applies to Trainers William 
Hinphy, Covington, Ky.; R. J. Farris, Nashville, 
Tenn.; Roscoe Goose, Louisville, Ky.; William D. 
Covington, Cincinnati; Art Goldblatt, Cincinnati; 
E. C. Anthony, who trains Harold Massey’s 
horses; Allen D. Steele, Lexington; Howard 
Wells, Lexington; Harry Worcester Smith, Wor- 
cester, Mass.; Kenneth N. Gilpin, Boyce, Va.; 


George Wingfield, master of the Nevada Stock 
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Farm, Reno, Nevada; Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin, New 
York; George Drumheller, Walla Walla, Wash- 
ington, and numerous others who failed to sign 
their names to the post cards. 


G. L. Stryker, the well known Maryland 
trainer, says that he is in favor of starting from 
stalls ‘“‘so long as the starter insists on standing 
starts,” adding “it seems to me it is a confession 
of incompetence that some of them say they 
cannot make the jocks walk up properly. The 
stalls certainly protect decent horses from bad 
actors during some of the unreasonable delays.” 


P. S. P. Randolph, of Hempstead, L. I., says: 
“There is one good gate in use so far, but others 
will soon be invented.” 


Max Hirsch, the noted Texan, who has his 
headquarters at Belmont Park, gives this opin- 
ion: “It is my belief that younger horses behave 
better with the stalls. It also lessens’ the 
chances of a good actor being ruined by a bad 
one, and most of all it tends to eliminate stimu- 
lation.” 

We were of the opinion, prior to our inquiry 
by post card, that the people possibly were tir- 
ing of the stalls in such numbers that perhaps 
a change might soon be in order. Now, how- 
ever, we have no such thought. We think the 
stalls are here for a long time to come, and, 
like Mr. Randolph and others, we think there 
should be, and will be, improvement doing away 
with the objectionable features of the present 
gates and decreasing the percentage of bad act- 
ing, due to fear or dislike for the stalls on the 
part of the horses. 

We think that much of this bad acting is at- 
tributable to undue excitement occasioned either 
by stimulation or lack of education. 

We hear a great deal of objection to the use 
of the twitch. The twitch, in the greatest num- 
ber of instances, can be made unnecessary by 
proper schooling of the horses to the stalls and 
by the enforcement of the rule against the use 
of drugs. 

Many owners and trainers object to the me- 
chanical feature of the stalls, and express the 
hope that they may soon be freed of it to a 
large extent, but they seldom if ever admit that 
they are responsible for the need for stalls. 
Time was when calks and sharpened toes were 
not used on racing plates, and in those days— 
the days of the drum—-when horses lashed out 
with their heels at the post and struck other 
horses little damage was done. 

The use of the drum was in advance of the 
barrier, just as the use of the barrier was in 
advance of the stalls, and each step taken has 
been necessary for the correction of abuses 
which did not exist when riders really were 
jockeys and when there was among the owners 
and trainers a spirit of higher sportsmanship 
than is prevalent today.

“Apropos of the wordy war now raging in the 
United States, England and Germany as to what 
constitutes a ‘maiden’ in horse racing, I repeat a 
story told several years ago in The Spur concern- 
ing a race which, perhaps, English readers may 
recall. It was a scratch, open race for ‘maidens’ 
at a certain country club and a member, totally 
destitute of any knowledge of horse or racing, 
bought a mare, entered it and won the race. 
Months afterward the secretary was astounded 
to receive a check for the amount of the purse 
for that race, with a letter explaining it had been 
awarded under a misapprehension as he recently 
had learned that, prior to his purchase, the mare 
had dropped a foal.

LMOST all the better class of the current sea- 

son’s juvenile crop soon will be sent into win- 
ter quarters. Top Flight, undisputed queen of the 
flock, which in her last start, the Pimlico Futurity, 
passed Domino, Sceptre and Princess Doreen as 
leading 2-year-old, mare or filly and American 
mare or filly respectively, has been shipped to 
the Brookdale Farm, near Red Bank, N. J., of 
her owner, where she will spend the cold months; 
coming out next spring, if all goes well with her 
in the interim, to face the starter in the Preak- 
ness and Kentucky Derby. 

Tick On, the Loma Stable’s star, adjudged by 
many, a strong rival for Top Flight’s 2-year-old 
crown, will be wintered at the palatial training 
and wintering quarters of his conditioner, Max 
Hirsch, at Belmont Park. 

Colonel E. R. Bradley’s Burgoo King, a great 
favorite with Kentucky fans, will be wintered at 
Idle Hour, in the Blue Grass of Kentucky, where 
next spring he will be pointed for “The” Derby, 
at Louisville. 

Hygro, the colt this writer looks upon as one 
of the most promising of the 3-year-old prospects, 
despite his Maryland failures, will winter at Pim- 
lico, where he now is quartered. Hygro is a big, 
growthy colt, has not been overraced, and, to my 
way of reckoning, shaped up a high-class pros- 
pect for 3-year-old attractions at a mile and a 
quarter or less. 

The sterling Coe quartette, Osculator, Polo- 
naise, Laughing Queen and Pompeius, will winter 
at their birthplace, the Shoshone Stud, of their 
owner-breeder, near Lexington, Ky. 

Racing fans generally will be greatly inter- 
ested in how these hopefuls put in the cold 
months. Those which do well, grow and fill out, 
will be most apt, naturally, to furnish the con- 
tention in the leading 3-year-old fixtures. 

Not many stables will winter in New York 
this year. There are perhaps a dozen stables, all 
told, at Aqueduct, Belmont and Empire, the lead- 
ing winter quarters of the section. Quite a num- 
ber of establishments will burrow in for the cold 
season at the Maryland ovals. Pimlico will have 
a goodly portion of these and several will be at 
Benning, the Washington track.

HERE is a lad riding in Maryland with all 
the ear marks of a star jockey. None other 
than W. Nertney, who led the riding ranks at 
Laurel and is well on the way to accomplishing 
this feat again at Pimlico. Nertney, a product 
of Baltimore, is but 18 and under contract of 
Mrs. Charles Minot Amory, whose horses are 
trained by Bud Stotler. Nertney is said to have 
the hands, seat and head of a first-class jockey. 
He is limited to four mounts a day by his con- 

nections.

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E. J. TRANTER SALES 


HEN he was leaving Lexington for New 

York last Friday afternoon, E. J. Tranter, 
president of the Fasig-Tipton Company, stated to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE that the auction of Thorough- 
breds at his Lexington Sales Paddocks, on Mon- 
day and Tuesday afternoons and Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings of last week, con- 
stituted the cleanest and most satisfactory sale 
he had “ever held in Kentucky.” 

Mr. Tranter stated that while 62 of the horses 
catalogued were either not brought to the sales 
ring or were passed out without a bid, there were 
only half a dozen or so of the remaining 358 which 
were bought in. 
“were paid for in cash, and there was not one 
note given or taken’ through his office. ‘This 
is so unusual a circumstance at Kentucky sales,” 
he said, “that I feel it should be related as an 
indication that better times are here in the horse 
market.” 

Mr. Tranter stated further that another most 
unusual feature was the fact that the morning 
after the sales had been concluded, there were 
more than half a dozen men at the paddocks 
wanting to know if any horses had been rejected 
and stating that they were in the market for bar- 
gains of that character. When they were told 
that there were no rejections, they seemed some- 
what astonished. Usually there is something left 
over the morning after a sales period of several 
sessions. 

A person perusing the report of the sales as 
carried in THE BLOOD-HORSE, will find herein many 
unfamiliar names. They are all of bona fide 
buyers who are residents of various parts of the 
United States and Canada. While the prices 
ruled considerably lower than in 1929, and even 
in 1930, the market had a healthy tone and peo- 
ple generally departed with the feeling that an 
upturn has set in. A table of the averages for 
the three years at the Lexington sales paddocks 
shows:

This shows that the market was off $1,080 per 
head from 1929, and $252 per head from 1930, but 
when one takes into consideration the statement 
made by Mr. Tranter that this was the cleanest 
sale he had ever held in Kentucky, in respect of 
cash payments and the absence of by-bidders, 
one is bound to feel that the values this year are 
not nearly so low as they seem. To put it an- 
other way, if the sales of 1929 and 1930 had been 
free from by-bidding and had there been no 
credit extended by the consignors, the returns 
for those years would have been nearer the figure 
of this year than they show to have been. 

The table given below shows the returns by 
sessions, the first session being on Monday after- 
noon, November 9, the second Monday evening, 
the third Tuesday afternoon, the fourth Tuesday 
evening, and the fifth Wednesday evening.

One hundred and thirty-two yearlings brought 
$55,920, average $423.63. 

The highest price of the sale was $9,700 for the 
handsome, 9-year-old black stallion, Broadway 
Jones, son of Black Toney from *Vaila, by Fari- 
man, which was purchased out of the Brooknoll 
Farm consignment by Thomas B, Cromwell for 
the account of Albert Pollock, of New York. 
Broadway Jones was sent to Hinata Farm, and 
it is expected that during the coming week an 
announcement will be made as to the fee for 
1932 service. 

The highest priced weanling at this sale was 
the dark bay colt by Broadway Jones out of 
*Two Step, by Bachelor’s Double, which was 
knocked down to Thomas Carr Piatt for $2,300. 
It was reported that he was acting for John 
Marsch, of Chicago, and that several others were 
for that gentleman’s account. 

The highest price for a mare at this sale was 
$6,100 for Nellie Morse, which was sold out of 
the H. C. Fisher consignment to Warren Wright, 
of Chicago, son of the late William Monroe 
Wright, founder of the Calumet Farm, near Lex- 
ington, the home of a great stud of trotters. Alex 
B. Gordon bid to $4,000 for Nellie Morse and 
Harry C. Hatch bid $6,000, being the final con- 
tender. Mr. Wright subsequently became the 
owner of 10 other mares purchased at the sale 
on the C. V. Whitney Farm, and he also became 
the purchaser of Ethel Dear, a lovely mare and 
very cheap at $2,400, out of the Brooknoll Farm 
consignment, for which fee she was knocked down 
to Arthur Naylor of Chicago. 

The highest price for a yearling was $3,100, 
paid by J. C. Milam for the brown colt by *Jus- 
tice F. out of Fun, by Peter Pan, and the same 
buyer got a black colt by Noah out of Hyperbole, 
by Jack Atkin, also from the H. C. Fisher con- 
signment. The 16 head in the Fisher consignment 
brought $9,210, average $575.63. Weanlings by 
the young sires *Masked Marvel II and Vito in 
this consignment were quite attractive. 

The draft of 19 mares from Greentree Farm 
aggregated $8,155, average $429.21. The most 
attractive of these mares was Trig. Alex Gordon 
got her for $3,000 and had an opportunity to sell 
her the following day for a nice profit, which he 
declined. 

The 15 head consigned by E. P. Applegate 
brought $3,175, average $211.67. Included in the 
number was the stallion *Craigangower, which 
was knocked down to R. James Speers, of Winni- 
peg, Manitoba, Canada, for $1,000. Mr. Speers 
bought 28 others, mares, weanlings and yearlings, 
and they were shipped to Canada last Saturday. 
Mr. Speers is Secretary of the Prairie Thorough- 
bred Breeders and Racing Association, and also 
manages Whittier Park and Polo Park at Win- 
nipeg. 

The stallion General Grant was included in the 
15 consigned by Edward Cebrian. He was knocked 
down to A. Pelleteri for $700. The 15 brought 
$2,330, average $155.33. 

The 11 head from Hamburg Place aggregated 
$1,425, average $129.55.

BOUT five minutes after Cc. J. Fitz Gerald 

called everybody to assemble in the tent at 
the C. V. Whitney Farm nearing 10 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, November 11, a shower of 
rain came, and by the time Auctioneer George A. 
Bain had assumed his place in the box it was 
pouring. The rattle of the rain on the tent top 
caused Mr. Bain to say: “Well. here we are, 
about to start another sale in regular Fitz Gerald 
weather.’”’ He had reference to the fact that it 
was raining like it had rained at the sale of Sen- 
ator Johnson N. Camden’s Hartland Stud horses 
last May. “Like at that sale also, it was necessary 
for a considerable pause until the rain ceased 
sufficiently to permit of the auctioneer’s voice 
being carried to all parts of the tent. 

The vendue comprised 52 head. there being five 
stallions and 47 mares. Bonnie Witch was passed 
out because no bid was made for her. The others 
were all sold. The total for 51 head was $91,775, 
average $1,799.51. The five stallions brought a 
total of $21,900, and the 46 mares aggregated 
$69,875. The stallions averaged $4,380. That was 


under the general estimate of $5,000. The mares 
averaged $1,519. That was above the general 
estimate of $1,500. 


In November, 1928, under the same auspices, 
34 mares from the H. P. Whitney Farm were sold 
for a total of $127,000, average $3,735.30. Four 
of the mares in that sale brought $10,000 or more, 
as follows: Penitent, to Harry C. Hatch, $12,500; 
Yashmak, to Norman W. Church, $10,500; Con- 
stellation, to Wood F. Axton, $10,000, and 
*Marchessa II, to C. J. Fitz Gerald for Jacob G. 
Lang, $10,000. 

In the sale of November 11, the top price was 
$9,300 for Peter Polly (sister to Prudery, Prudish 
and Macaw, etc.), which went to John D. Hertz, 
bidding for Warren Wright, master of Calumet 
Farm, Lexington, who bought 10 mares out of 
this sale for a total of $24,750, and two at the 
EK. J. Tranter sale for a total of $8,500, making 
$33,250 for an even dozen, and -they are the 
nucleus of what may become one of the most 
famous studs of Thoroughbreds in America to be 
established on a great blue grass farm which 
during the life of William Monroe Wright, father 
of Warren Wright, was as now the home of a 
great stud of trotters. The trotters are being 
sold off gradually and the stud will be reduced 
to a much smaller number. Very likely Calumet 
Farm will be, like Hamburg Place was in the 
days of the late John E. Madden, internationally 
known as a nursery for both runners and trotters. 

The second highest price of this sale was $7,700, 
which Harry C. Hatch, the Toronto breeder- 
sportsman, paid for Priggish, a half-sister (by 
Mad Hatter) to Peter Polly. 

The third highest price was the $6,200 Thomas 
Piatt paid for Transmute, and everyone appears 
to have considered this stallion a real bargain, 
berhaps the bargain of the ssle. The fourth high- 
est price was $5.300 given by Alex Gordon for 
Bostonian, another bargain. The only other to 
bring as much or more than $5,000 was Wiggle 
Wagele (sister to Distraction and half-sister to 
Blondin. *“Escarpolette, etc. and also half-sister 
to the dam of Eauipoise) which went to Warren 
Wright for $5,100. 

Mose Goldblatt, bidding for Henry Potter Rus- 
sell, of Monterey, California, bought Wildair for 
$4,200. W. J. Treacy, bidding for Capt. R. C. 
Woodruff, of Sante Fe, New Mexico, secured 
Bunting for $3,700, and J. W. N. McClure, of 
Paris, bidding for The Regan Farm, bought 
Whiskalong for $2,500. The summary:

FLORIDA 
RACING DATES HEARING 


HERE was a hearing before the Florida State 
Racing Commission at Tallahassee on Mon- 
day of this week on the subject of dates for 
the Miami Racing Association and the Gables 
Racing Association. The Miami Racing Associa- 
tion, owner of Hialeah Park. was represented at 
the hearing by Joseph E. Widener. The Gables 
Racing Association, owner of Tronical Park, was 
represented by Dan Chappell. Mr. Widener is 
the principal owner of stock in the Miami Racing 
Association and, as was related in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE last week, has spent $1,180,000 to date in 


keeping his promise to the Florida Legislature 
that, if wagering on horse races should be made 
legal, he would make Hialeah Park second to 
no race course in America in beauty and the 
character of the sport to be had there. Mr. 
Chappell is the Dade County representative in 
the Florida Legislature and had much to do with 
passing the present racing law. He is an officer 
in the Gables Racing Association, the principal 
owners of which are reputed to be William V. 
Dwyer and William Gallagher, of New York, 
whose identity with racing appears to extend 
to the control of the Coney Island track (closed) 
near Cincinnati, Rockingham Park (closed) near 
Salem, N. H., and St. John’s Park (abandoned) 
at Bayard, Fla. Tropical Park is the name given 
the former dog track now being converted into 
a mile course for horse racing, and it is to be 
managed by Frank J. Bruen, whose connection 
with Hialeah Park was recently severed. 

The Miami Racing Association applied to the 
State Racing Commission for 45 days, beginning 
January 14 and ending March 5, as dates for its 
1932 meeting. In this it was following the prec- 
edent of former years of its operation. The 
Gables Racing Association, which during the 
campaign for Dade County’s sanction of the li- 
cense granted by the State Racing Commission 
had left the impression that it intended to race 
before and after Hialeah Park, asks for dates 
extending from December 24 to January 13 and 
then closing until about the middle of February 
and reopening then to complete 42 racing days. 
The Gables Racing Association application also 
asked that Hialeah Park's meeting terminate 
about the middle of February. 

Dan Chappell protested against Hialeah Park’s 
being given “the cream of the winter racing sea- 
son,” notwithstanding the fact that during the 
campaign in October citizens at Miami had been 
informed that the purpose in building another 
track at Miami was the desire of the Tropical 
Park people “to extend the season at Miami,”’ 
leaving the impression that they were willing to 
accept dates before and after Hialeah Park. 

Mr. Widener, in his address to the Commis- 
sion on Monday, reiterated the purpose of the 
Miami Racing Association to present “the high- 
est class racing a winter season has ever seen;”’ 
pointed to the fact that already a large number 
of the leading racing stables of the country have 
been allotted stalls at Hialeah Park, and that 
he had expected to put Hialeah Park on a par 
with Belmont Park. He urged that this cannot 
be done if the season at Hialeah Park is to be 
shortened or split. Continuing, Mr. Widener 
said: 

“We don’t expect to make any money but we 
do hope to promote clean sport. My record will 
show that I have put much money into sports, 
but never taken out a cent. Commercialized 
racing has ruined Turf activities in Kentucky 
and the Midwest. The East has kept horse rac- 
ing on a sporting plane and that’s what we want 
to do in Florida.” 

Mr. Chappell said granting of the requested 
dates to the Hialeah track would bankrupt the 
Gables track. It is a wonder that Mr. Chappell 
and associates did not think of that before they 
undertook the conversion of the dog track. 

The controversy ended with Chairman L. D. 
Reagin of the Racing Commission warning 
against prolonged debate. No action was taken 
on the applications, the Commission recessing 
subject to the call of the chairman. 
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PRINCE OF WALES GOLD 


CUP STEEPLECHASE 


OME 3,500 persons drove to Hamburg Place, 

near Lexington, on the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, November 12, and saw the first running of 
the Prince of Wales Gold Cup Steeplechase, the 
$5,000 guaranteed, three miles race for 3-year- 
olds and up, which William Woodard, in his 
capacity as president of the National Fox- 
hunters’ Association, had been instrumental in 
promoting as a leading feature of the national 
meeting. The scene of the contest was Brigh- 
ton Field, a corner of the Madden estate, where 
J. Edward Madden had constructed the excel- 
lent 19-jumps course described in a recent issue 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE. The weather was cloudy, 
but not threatening. Stewards of the one-day 
meeting were Messrs. T. C. McDowell, C. J. Fitz 
Gerald and William Woodard; judges, John M. 
Branham and R. Rodes; starter, William Hamil- 
ton; racing secretary, Brownell Berryman. 

Seven horses went to the post in the Prince 
of Wales Gold Cup Steeplechase. Shelby T. 
Harbison, of Lexington, was a little surprised to 
see his own horse, Word of Honor (160), a half- 
brother to Princess Doreen, hold the lead most 
of the way and win easily by eight lengths from 
Mrs. T. W. Durant’s entry of Barleycorn (162) 
and *MacCarthy More (167), which finished sec- 
cnd and third in the order named and only a 
head apart. The secret of Word of Honor’s 
success lay, perhaps, in the fact that he had 
been schooled over the course and was familiar 
with it, jumping boldly at all times. Of the 
seven starters, the other four refused, namely, 
T. Stanley’s *Manambar (162), which threw a 
shee and cut himself at the sixth jump; J. B. 
Hi‘lard’s Broomster (164) and E. R. Bradley’s 
Banner Day (164), which refused the third;- and 
Julius Fleischmann’s *St. Roy (162), which de- 
clined to try even the first obstacle. J. Cly- 
burn, on Word of Honor, was clear of the others 
by the time he vaulted the first fence. He 
sprinted on and held his lead to the sixth fence, 
where he was taken back for a breathing spell. 
C. R. White then sent the veteran Barleycorn 
cut inte the lead. Word of Honor, however, 
came again in the last half mile, caught Bar- 
leycorn and drew out to win by an easy margin. 
The time was 5:32 4-5. The stakes was divided, 
$3,500, $1,000, $500. Mr. Harbison received the 
gold cup trophy, a gift of the American Turf

Association, from C. J. Fitz Gerald. Governor 
Flem D. Sampson made a short address from 
the judges’ stand after the finish. Seventy- 
three persons occupied the Governor’s box near 
the grandstand. A part of the Governor’s ad- 
dress was the prediction that the steeplechase 
just inaugurated would one day become as 
famous as the Kentucky Derby.

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fell at the next to last jump and his rider, Nor- 
man Weeks, of Gallatin, Tenn., suffered such 
severe cuts and bruises that, after he had re- 
ceived temporary aid at the emergency hospital 
unit on the field, his physicians sent him to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, Lexington. His _ condition, 
however, was not considered serious. 

Word of Honor is bred much like his illus- 
trious half-sister, Princess Doreen. The dam of 
each is, of course, Lady Doreen. The sire of 
each runs back to Stockwell in tail male and to 
Agnes in tail female and is out of a mare whose 
top line runs back to Galopin. Lady Doreen 
was bred by John E. Madden. She was winner 
in England and was own sister to Sir Martin 
and half-sister to Sir Barton, St. Henry and 
others. Word of Honor, in winning the Prince 
of Wales Gold Cup was merely winning fame 
at a place which his relatives had helped to make 
famous. He had not started previously this 
year, but was a winner at two, three and four, 
under the colors of Walter J. Salmon. THE 
BLOOD-HORSE understands that Mr. Harbison pur- 
chased him for $550 from Mr. Salmon. After 
his excellent showing at Brighton Field his 
owne~ took him last Sunday to The Plains, Va., 
and started him in the Llangollen Cup, $5,000 
added, one of the races at John Hay Whitney’s 
Llangollen Farm, Tuesday of this week. 

Mr. Woodard, Tuesday of this week, received 
a cablegram dated at Buckingham Palace, Eng- 
land, and signed by the secretary of the Prince 
of Wales, reading: 

“The Prince of Wales sends congratulations to 
Mr. Shelby Harbison on having won with his 
colt, Word of Honor, the cup which bears His 
Royal Highness’ name.”

NCLEMENT weather during the night and 

morning preceding the fourth annual Orphans’

Col. E. R. Bradley, sponsor of the meet- 
ing, was on hand in the best of health and spirits 
and declared himself pleased with the results. 
A total of $25,000 was realized and the entire 
amount will be put at the disposal of various 
institutional homes in Kentucky for the purpose 
of providing Thanksgiving and Christmas din- 
ners. The crowd appeared as large or larger 
than that of last year, in the neighborhood of 
6,000 persons. Jim Looney’s burgoo again 
played a leading role in the entertainment of 
the crowd, many of those in attendance having 
hurried to the grounds without lunch, due to 
their having been at the C. V. Whitney sale, 
which did not come to an end until after noon. 

Between races the drum and bugle corps of 
the Man o’ War Post of the American Legion, 
resplendent in its jockey uniforms, entertained 
for a few moments. The uniforms of this post 
of the Legion are unique. Each member of the 
drum and bugle corps wears the racing colors 
of a well known stable and each set of colors 
was given by the owner represented. The editor 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE, who had been instrumental 
in obtaining the uniforms, was quite proud to 
note the showing they made. 


Brownell Berryman, who filled the role of 
racing secretary, had a weil filled program of 
six races to start the day, but discovered as the 
scratches came in, after the rain of the previous 
night, that he was minus three races.

Edward Haughton’s Wotan, an improved selling 
plater, which won the Armistice Day Handicap, 
set the mile and a sixteenth track record at 
1:43 3-5. 

A public address system was set up at the 
track and the races described as they were run. 
Col. John P. Sullivan delivered a eulogy on 
Colonel Bradley and told of the high regard in 
which the master of Idle Hour is held in all 
quarters of the racing map. Joseph E. Widener 
presented to J. W. Parrish, of Midway, the tro- 
phy Depression won in the Orphans’ Matron 
Stakes. After Minton’s victory in the Orphans’ 
Junior Stakes, Mr. Widener turned over the 
presentation ceremony to Colonel Bradley’s niece, 
Miss Peggy B. Bailey, donor of both the trophies. 
Young John Nash, acting for R. J. and P. A. 
Nash, owners of the Valley Lake Stable, re- 
ceived the trophy from Miss Bailey. 

The crowd, like those which attended the first 
three charity days at Idle Hour, included a great 
many whose names are well known in many 
fields besides racing. We have not the space 
to begin numbering them. 


THE $25,000 DISTRIBUTION. 

The net returns from the day’s sport is an- 
nounced by Manager Barry Shannon to have 
totaled $25,000. Colonel Bradley directed that 
the sum of $3,400 be apportioned as follows to 
six organizations, the service of which cannot 
be rated by the number of children reached: 
Frontier Nursing Service, Wendover, Leslie 
County, $1,000; Parent-Teacher Association, Lex- 
ington, to be used in buying lunches for needy 
children, $1,000; Kentucky School for the Deaf, 
Danville, $500; Junior League, Lexington, $500, 
and Civic League, Lexington, $200. At the rate 
of $7.17 per child in 38 institutions, the remain- 
ing $21,600 was distributed, as follows:

IMLICO’S successful meeting ended last Sat- 

urday, November 14. Good weather aided 
the association, and attendance and betting 
ranged steadily above the figures of 1930. The 
“handle” of the second Monday of the meeting 
was $468,158, or $100,000 above that of the first. 
On Pimlico Futurity day the mutuel total was 


$776,000. On Armistice Day the total was 
$610,900. 
Monday of last week, November 9, *Creek 


won the Monckton Steeplechase for Thomas H. 
Hitchcock and W. Nertney drove Dr. Freeland 
to victory in the Baltimore Handicap in fast 
time. Tuesday, High Devine won the fall di- 
vision of the Pimlico Home-Bred Stakes and the 
Greentree Stable’s Byzantine, bought at the Sara- 
toga yearling sales last year for $25,000, grad- 
uated in a field of maidens which ran a mile 
and 70 yards. Wednesday, *Land Boy again 
took the Masters of Foxhounds Steeplechase 
for A. F. Goodwin. The Graded Handicaps were 
run that day and were won by the Wheatley 
Stable’s Tote (Class A), the Belair Stud Sta- 
ble’s Ormesby (Class B), and J. Badame’s Live 
One (Class C). Thursday, Prowler trimmed 
Huffy in the Catonsville Steeplechase. Friday, 
On Post, a son of On Watch which has been 
rated highly by his stable all the year but which 
has raced little, captured the Walden Handicap 
for Mrs. L. G. Kaufman, whose *Twink won the 
same race in 1928. Waterway, son of *Waygood, 
equalled the track record of 1:44 2-5 for one 
and one-sixteenth miles, M. Lewis up. Saturday, 
Plucky Play surprised in the Riggs Memorial 
Handicap, being run this year for the first time 
as a race for 3-year-olds and up, instead of for 
3-year-olds exclusively. 

Monday of this week the racing scene shifted 
to Bowie, whose session will continue through 
November 30, the latter date being a charity day. 
Several important fixtures are included in the 
Bowie card. The first of them, the Prince 
Georges Fall Handicap, fell to Pittsburgher on 
Monday of this week. 


DR. FREELAND’S BALTIMORE HANDICAP. 
Walter J. Salmon’s Dr. Freeland (115), home 
again on his favorite track, Pimlico, and ridden 
by one of the season’s best jockeys, W. Nertney, 
was made favorite over the good field that went 
to the post for the fifth running of the Balti- 
more Handicap ($5,000 added, all ages, one and 
one-eighth miles) on November 9. He scored the 
third win in the same stakes to the credit of Mr. 
Salmon, whose Display captured the first and 
third runnings. Dr. Freeland was second to 
Petee-Wrack in last year’s renewal. In this 
year’s Baltimore Handicap, Nertney kept Dr. 
Freeland closse up behind the pace of J. E.

The lesser members of 
the field followed close, with Plucky Play and 
Sidney Grant well back. On the second turn 
Dr. Freeland challenged. Clock Tower was be- 
ginning to tire, but so was Dr. Freeland, so the 
challenge never quite succeeded. But D. Mc- 
Auliffe, on Plucky Play, and Melvin Knight, on 
Sidney Grant, found strong horses beneath them 
and set sail for the heavily weighted 3-year-old 
which was still leading the pack. Plucky Play 
took to the outside on the turn, with Sidney 
Grant close behind, caught the leader and drew 
away. The My Play colt himself was weakening 
at the end and Sidney Grant missed catching 
him by only the smallest margin. Behind the 
first four the field finished in the following ap- 
proximate order: Blenheim (3-y-o, 108), Valen- 
ciennes (111), St. Brideaux (3-y-o, 118), Tancred 
(3-y-0, 103), Rocky News (3-y-o0, 105).

BOWIE DEFENDANT IN SUIT. 

Mrs. Lillian Ahearn, widow of John Ahearn, 
of Lewiston, Maine, filed suit in Superior Court 
at Baltimore, Md., November 13, against the 
Southern Maryland Agricultural Association, 
operator of the Bowie track, and the Branncastle 
Farm, owner of Betty Bet.
